The Unemployment and Relief Problem 


When a writer is able to produce unchallenged and apparently unchal- 
lengeable figures in support of a contention that governmental debts in Can- 
ada—federal, proyincial and municipal—have increased in, the five-year 
period from 1930 to 1935 to an amount closely approximating the debt 
created for Canadians during the Great War and ensuing demobilization 
period, he is revealing a situation that is not only serious but startling, and 
4 situation that warrants his comment that unemployment is the major 
problem facing the people of the Dominion to-day. 

For there is no gainsaying the fact that practically all indebtedness in- 


curred by governmental agencies during the last five or six years is the| 
direct result of unempléyment and the necessity for providing for the relief | 


of those who were unable to find work for. themselves or, in the case of 


the farmers, who were unable to secure sufficient return from their labors | Depression Hit Them Hard But 


to provide them with a living. 

Yet this condition of affairs was demonstrated recently in a series of 
articles by the Ottawa correspondent of a Western daily newspaper—the 
Regina Star, when he showed that the debt of the country including its 
integral provinces and municipalities, together with the C.N.R., harbor 
commissions and allied undertakings increased by $1,780,386,051 in the five- 
year period from 1930 to 1935 in comparison with an increase of $1,912,- 
252,018 in the national debt. during the five actual combatant years of the 
war and the subsequent year of demobilization. 

While ‘this is a heavy load to carry it might not be so bad if the prob- 
Jem were solved arid the expenditure and piling up of indebtedness on 
account of unemployment and relief were a thing of the past, but un- 
fortunately this is not the case. In some parts of the Dominion, despite 
some improvement in economic conditions, there are still large numbers of 


unemployed and relief expenditures are still being made on large scale, papers going. 


which means, of course, that the burden of debt on this account is still | 
accumulating. : 

Not only has the problem not yet been solved but the same writer, in 
another article of the series, quotes Dominion Bureau of Statistics data to 
show that while economically the country is half way on the road to re- 
covery expenditures for relief, direct and indirect, have only declined 11 
per cent, below the peak of the depression. 

These facts and figures demonstrate quite clearly that efforts to solve 
the problem by all or any governmental units to date have had very little | 
effect and that something more must yet be done if reduction in relief! 
expenditure is to keep pace with the gradual return to normal employment 
conditions, $i 

One of the measures Which might well be adopted in an effort to 
minimize to some extent the burden which is piling up against present and 
future generations of taxpayers is a thorough investigation to determine 
the extent to which relief recipients have been and are abusing direct relief, 
and by weeding out all those who are racketeering by refusing to take 
advantages of opportunity to work when they have a chance to do so for 
reasonable remuneration or who deliberately misrepresent earnings or in 
any other manner secure public assistance to which they are not entitled, 
wholly or in_part. :

“agent’ which causes the disease. 

Before the human experiments, he 
said, vaccination tests on mice gave 
these animals immunity equal to that 
which follows an attack of flu. How 
complete this immunity is and how 
long it lasts in mice or men is still 
unknown. But in the human being 
two months after vaccination the im- 
munity indications are both strong 
and undiminished. ~

A Christian witness in a British 
court may elect to be sworn on any 
version of the Bible which he con- 
siders most binding A Roman 
Catholic, for example, swears on the 
Douai version of the Bible 

Jews are sworn on the Pentateuch, 
and the witness holds a copy in his 
right hand with his head covered. 
Mohammedans are sworn on the 
Koran; they place the right hand flat 
uppn the book and place the other 
upon the forehead—bringing the head) 
down until it touches the book. The 
Mohammedan witness then looks at 
the book in silent contemplation for 
some moments before making his 
oath, Buddhists are sworn on a copy 
of the Buddhist doctrines; Sikhs 
upon the Granth; Parsees upon the 
Zénd Avesta; Hindus upon the Vedas,

There are several methods of 
swearing an oath in different prov-

One Of Major Enemies 


Noises Have Very Definite Effect On 
Human Conduct 

Estimating that between 60 and 80 
Per cent. of the population have ear! 
trouble caused by mechanical poise, | 
Dr. Foster Kennedy of Cornell Uni-| 
versity said at the Academy of Medi- 
cine in New York, that noise was one 
of the major enemies of modern ex- 
istence. 

Dr. Kennedy, who is professor of 
clinical neurology at the Cornell Uni- 
versity Medical School, said that) 
noise should be considered a hazard) 
in industrial plants the same as 
toxic liquids, fumes, dust and gases. 
He urged that action be taken to 
eliminate or control industrial noises | 
as much as possible. 

Noises have a definite effect on 
human conduct, he said. “Psychi-| 
cally they cause loss of temper and 
play a part iri quarrels,” he told the! 
gathering. “In attempts to over- 
come the effects of noise, great strain 
is put on the nervous system, lead- 
ing to neurasthenic and psychas- 
thenic states. Long before the emo- 
tions are disturbed, certain changes 
take place, such as heightened pulse 
rate, heightened blood pressure and 
some irregulariteis in heart rhythm.” 


Have Many Duties

Must Be Versatile 

Teachers in the rural schools of 
Britain, who met at Oxford under 
auspices of Women's National Lib- 
eral Federation, described their 
duties briefly as: 

Making wills for local people.

“If the day ever comes when the 


finger-prints of different persons are 
proved to be similar, the whole sys 
tem will end there and then 

“It is true there may be found 
points of dissimilarity in two finger 
prints of the same person, but under 


the microscope characteristics appear 
which at once reveal to the expert 
the evidence that is required 

“There are cerain minute marks 
which no forger could copy-—marks 
which differ in every human hand. It 
has been estimated that the chance 
of the Onger-prints of two different 
persons tallying, even in general 
characteristics, is about 16,000,000 to 
one.” 

“The case at Birmingham was that 
of Stanley Talbot, aged 25, a trans- 
port driver, who was found not guilty 
of breaking into a biscult factory, 
evidence of finger-prints on a whiis- 
key bottle being rejected by the jury. 
Talbot's defence was an alibi, and 
this waa accepted. 

A few weeks ago, at London ses- 
sions, & prosecution which relied 
mainly on finger-print evidence fail- 
ed. An officer from the finger-print 
bureau of Scotland Yard stated then 
that during 20 years he had examined 
more than 5,000,000 separate impres- 
sions, and had never found two sim- 
ilar. 

Maurice Healy, K.C., acting deputy 
chairman, said there appeared to be 
“undoubted differences” between the 
finger-print of the accused and one 
found on a piece of glass, and added: 


| "I do not want to criticize the sys- 


tem, which, I think, ie admirable; 
but where it is the sole evidence we 
ought to be careful lest clever forg~ 
ers should start getting to work.” 

A United States doctor last year 
invented artificial finger-prints, and 
it was pointed out then that the late 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle had con- 
ceived his idea many years ago in 
Sherlock Holmes story, “The Nor- 
wood Builder”. 


Surplus Averted Shortage 


Claimed To Have Saved Wheat Sit- 
uation For World 

But for surpluses accumulated in 
past years there would be a wheat 
shortage in 1937, according to figures 
issued by the International Institute 
of Agriculture. : 

The figures show that the export- 
able surplus of wheat exporting 
countries will be 426,000,000 bushels. 
But world import requirements are 
calculated at 645,000,000 bushels, 
compared with 600,000,000 last year. 
Therefore it will be necessary to 
draw upon the surplus from past 
years. 

The report says world production 
of wheat in 1936, excludirig Russia, 
China and Turkey, is @ little smaller 
than last year’s very poor production. 
Among exporting countries, 1936 
production slightly exceeds that of 
1935, thanks toe good results in the 
Danubian countries and the crop ex- 
pected tn the Argentine. But it is 
one of the smallest production years 
since the Great War. 

Taking account of the old crop 
stock existing in exporting countries 
since the beginning of the current 
season, exportable world supplies for 
1936 to 1937 are 70,000,000 bushels, 
or 10 per cent. less than last year,

A drastic, sweeping penal code 


for Nazi Germany was disclosed to 
the press for the first time by Mini- 
ster of Justice Franz Guertner. 

Notable features are: 

1, The death penalty for murder 
and extortionary kidnapping. 

2. Prison sentences for “publicly 
inciting the limitation of the number 
of offspring’; cornering the market, 
making insulting remarks about 
Chancellor Hitler. ‘ 

3. Monetary fines or jail sentences 
for resurrecting the pasts of persons 
who have since proved worthy citi- 
zens, causing or ordering strike or 
lockouts, and disclosing industrial 
secrets to foreign countries. 

The spirit of the code is summed 
up in its preface, which says in part: 

“The healthy feeling of the people 
for right and wrong determine the 
content and application of the penal 
code.
